After  we  landed  in  Port  Bucyrus,  Chuck 
Henry  brought  us  into  town  in  his  taxi. 
I  stopped  at  a  beauty  parlor  that  belonged 
to  Ann  Mawer.  Her  assistants  were  Jun3 
Spaid,  Dorothy  Peters,  and  Grace  Morehead. 
We  started  talking  about  the  good  old  days 
when  we  were  suddenly  interrupted  by  an 
awful  racket.  They  explained  that  they 
were  building  a  new  bridge  over  Sandusky 
river.

The  next  afternoon  there

Locomotive  Crane  Co. 
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school,  so  I  started  to  walk  there  but  I  got 
a  ride  with  Willard  Smith  and  his  assistant, 
Rorick,  who  had  just  installed  radios  in  the 
homes  of  Ted  Mahlie  and  Evelyn  Kisor,  who 
had  remained  unmarried.  They  had  a  short 
wave  radio  set  on  and  we  were  listening  to 
the  police  announcements  from  Chicago, 
when  suddenly  they  announced  that  "Big 
Boy"  Miller's  gang  had  just  robbed  another 
bank  in  Chicago.
